PERSONAL 


Robert Hill 
For the grace of God that bringeth 
salvation 
Hath appeared unto all men.—Titus 
2:2. 
The term “SALVATION” is some 


times used in its widest application, 
including the whole work of saving 
Grace, from its inception in pardon to 
its full consummation in Glory. But I 
want to use it here to define the dif- 
ferent states of Grace. It can be said 
of the truly converted soul, “It is 
saved,” again of the believer who has 
experienced full salvation, “He is fully 
saved.” And when he dies in holy 
triumph, “He is forever saved.” 

A complete recovery from sin is 
reached by three distinct stages. In 
partial salvation, the sinner hears the 
Gospel, is awakened, turns from sin to 
God; bows at the foot of the rugged 
cross; believes on the Son of God 
from the very depths of his heart, and 
joyfully exclaims: 

“Hallelujah, hallelujah, it is done. 
I am saved by the BLOOD of the cru- 
cified one.” 
This is PARDON. Renewal of his na- 
ture and adoption Into the divine fam- 
ily of God’s dear children, and the 
Holy Spirit witnesses to him that he 
is accepted in the beloved. “Yea he is 
saved; The kingdom of God is implant- 
ed in his SOUL, in its three-fold pow- 
er. Thus, Glory and Righteousness, 
Peace and Joy. 


He is truly saved from the condem- 
nation of the law, the displeasure of 
God and the death penalty of sin. 
“And O, what a glorious moment! but 
it is partial; it is not the whole of it; 
it is only the beginning, but always to 
be remembered. Partial salvation, con- 
sisting of pardon, regeneration, adop- 
tion, and perfect assurance is the chief 
cornerstone in Christian experience. 

In perfect salvation, the child of 
God, having experienced partial salva- 
tion, which brings peace and joy, and 
blessed assurance, soon begins to dis- 
cover in his heart, under the blessed 
light of adoption and illumination of 
the Holy Spirit, “Peculiar tendencies 
to evil,” such as inclinations to envy, 
jealousy, ill-will, pride, ambition, 
worldliness, self indulgence, ease: In- 
ordinate affection for lawful things, 
and carnal desires for sensual things. 
Jesus told His followers all to tarry in 
the city of Jerusalem until they be en- 
dued with power from on high. 

The command today to the believer 
regardless of his state of Grace is to 
tarry until he be endued with power 
from on high, and not simply a “Glug, 
Glug, Glug or a muttering of some 
kind that soon wears off in a few 
weeks and must be worked over in ev- 
ery revival, but a real genuine Holy 
Ghost Baptism from the skies, which 
will prevent the recurrence of the 
dreadful disease of SIN. 

There is such a thing as a sham 
and a substitute which is being put 
over folks even at an altar of prayer. 
Some might say, Well anything which 
happens tnere must be real. Not al- 
ways especially where seekers are 
pushed on by some fake professor who 
is looking for a noise of some kind or 
where the candidate is not altogether 
in earnest and completely consecrated, 
and crucified to the world. 

So the command is “TARRY and 
TARRY some more if needs be until 
the heavens give way and the person- 
ality of the Holy Ghost comes and 
taken up His abode, yea is incarnated 
in the human body. Enthroned in the 
heart to reign supremely without a 
rival. Then you can go to sleep on this 
kind of an experience and awake in 
the morning and find HIM still there. 
Nay, nay you will not lose your good 
feelings over night. You can rest as- 
sured that you are good for at least 
thirty days. God bless you.

After reading a little booklet bear- 
ing the above title, I feel very much 
impressed to write this little message, 
We will use for a starting point 1 Tim, 
5:6. “But she that liveth in pleasure 
is dead while she liveth,” signifying 
that we can be alive and dead at the 
same time. The booklet by the above 
title is put out by a man by the name 
of S. K. Whitney and his chief object 
is to prove that the soul dies with the 
body and that is the last of it unless 
we redeem it and seek after immor- 
tality. Now we admit that this is the 
thing to seek after—eternal life with 
the redeemed, eternal peace and happi- 
ness. Those who are dead while they 
yet are living for self and pleasure in 
this life, so we see that folks can be 
dead live folks. So will it be with those 
who neglect salvation.

5:29. 

“Wherefore he saith, Awake thou 
that sleepest, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thee light.”

“The soul that sinneth, it 
shall die.” Ezek. 18:20. In the 21st 
verse he tells us how a fellow can re- 
deem his life.

Here is another kind 
of death in Rom. 6:11, “Likewise,

“There is a way that seemeth right 
unto man but the end thereof are the 
ways of death.” Prov. 14:12. 

We will notice two different charac- 
ters. First we will notice the drunkard.
